W A S H I N G T O N (/ft 
— President Kennedy de­ 
clared today the United 
States will use “every dip­ 
lomatic means” to try to 
find a peaceful solution of 
the Berlin dispute with the 
Soviet Union. 


And at another point 
in his 
news conference he said tersely : 
•‘We’re hopeful” of a peaceful so­ 
lution to the problem. 
Kennedy said he thought a sum ­ 
m it meeting with Soviet P rem ier 
Khrushchev wmild not be useful 
unless the groundwork w ere c a re ­ 
fully laid beforehand. But he said 
a summit session of W estern gov­ 
ernm ent chiefs should be held if 
necessary in 
‘‘coordinating 
our 
policy .” 
Kennedy replied with evidently 
deliberate restraint to questions 
about speeches m ade by K hrush­ 
chev this week. The Soviet pre- 
m ier has lashed at the U nited 
States and its allies because of 
their announced d^erm ination not 
to y ield their war-won rights to 
stay in West Berlin. 
Khrushchev accused the Allies 
of aggressive intent tow ard R us­ 
sia and in a rocket-rattling M os­ 
cow statem ent W ednesday night 
he threatened to develop a nu­ 
clear super bomb m ore powerful 
than anjAhing in existence. 


Kennedy said there was no new 
policy position in K hrushchev’s 
latest statem ent — no new pro­ 
posals although Khrushchev ‘‘did 
speak of negotiations.” 
On this point Kennedy said “ it 
is the strong conviction of the

GRANITE CITY, 111. (AP) - A 
wing of a coffee plant blew up 
with a terrific roar W ednesday 
afternoon, killing two m en and 
injuring six. 
Rescue crews, digging with their 
hands in a driving rain, finally 
uncovered the bodies of two vic­ 
tim s early today . 
They were Shelby Dotson, ‘22, of 
Granite City , and Victor F risse, 
57. who lived in nearby Edw ards- 
ville. 
The blast took place in a 2H- 
story brick building of the N estle 
Co., Inc., instant coffee m anufac­ 
turers. Cause of the explosion w as 
undetermined.

workers who 
were on 
s tr ik e - 
worked for hours with the aid of 
four giant cranes, bulldozers and 
earthm overs to clear aw ay debris 
to get to the buried men.

‘‘When I turned around I saw 
a great hi gpuff of smoke and the 
building

disappear. 
Then it just collapsed.” 
The blast shook the ground for 
at least 12 blocks in all directions. 
The blast blew in the large plate

Several people were inside but 
none were hurt. 
Large boiler-like percolators and 
dry ing equipment were housed in 
the wing in which the blast oc­ 
curred. 


“Scientists have suggested to 
the Soviet government that they 
can create a bomb equal to 100 
million tons of TNT—only one 
bomb,” Khrushchev declared.

Poking fun at American space­ 
men, he commented, “nobody but 
the Bolsheviks can reach the cos­ 
mos.” With a wide grin, he add­ 
ed, “ the Americans don’t launch 
sputniks. They jump out and fall 
in the ocean. We are glad the 
American flier didn’t drown.” 
The Soviet leader once more 
declared his determination to sign 
a peace 
treaty with E ast (Jer- 
many that would give that Com­ 
munist regime control over West­ 
ern access to Berlin. 
“We believe there will be no 
w ar after this (treaty ),” he said.; 
“ Only lunatics think of a war a ft-!

We 
have spent money on rockets and 
bombs and they are not for cut­ 
ting sausages.” 
He charged the West with m ak­ 
ing threatening moves against the 
Soviet Union and said, “Fools, 
what do y ou think y ou are do­ 
ing?”

Wf Americans often are said to he over- 
huidened with laws. 
That our civil aircraft 
and their passengers are so poorly protected 
again.sf hijackers and other criminals has 
therefore been a startling discoN-ery. 


It is almost literally tnie that a commercial 
plane has been a kind of legal no man's land. 
? piece of lawless territory aloft. 


That federal agencies and the Congress now 
are moving to close this gap only empha­ 
sizes past neglect 


All signs on Capitol Hill suggest we will 
soon have a tough law on the books. 
But 
four hijacking episodes in quick series have 
federal aviatiwi agency lawyers searching 
vainly for anything applicable to those fan­ 
tastic developments 


Actually, aviation law is nearly blank on 
crimes committed while a plane is airborne. 
That law has had one main goal — aircraft 
safety. 


When the Eastern Airlines Electra was hi­ 
jacked and taken to Cuba the justice depart­ 
ment had to comb U. S. statutes to charge the 
culprit in absentia. 
It finally came up with 
kidnaping, stealing an aircraft in interstate 
commerce "and crime on the high seas” 
Two of these same charges were lodged 
against the pair which tried to take a jet to 
Cuba but were finally subdued at E l Paso 


I-egislation being shaped in Congress plainly 
must cover not just these spectacular cases 
but a wide range of possible offenses com­ 
mitted in flight 
.As one aviation official put 
it wryly: 


‘‘Our planes have gotten big enough in the 
last few years to make room for the major 
vices” 


Leave hijacking aside for the moment. Sup­ 
pose murder, arson, simple assault, molesta­ 
tion and such offenses are committed aloft 
What law governs? 
What state takes juris- 
dHion? 
In an age of high speed, high altitude jets, 
when borders are fuzzily seen and a small 
state is crossed in eight or 10 minutes, old 
notions of state authority seem obsolete 
Most Americans will probably welcome, 
then, the lawmakers intent not only to equate 
hijacking with piracy (with mandatory life 
sentence! but to cover many crimes with a 
stiff federal law'. 
Yet any provisions, executive or legisla­ 
tive. calling either for arming a plane crew 
or installing armed guards aboard must be 
applied with extreme caution, .Airborne gun- 
fights could bring danger both to individual 
pas.sengers and to the plane itself, proof of 
which was demonstrated clearly by the fatali­ 
ties in the Cuban hijacking episode reported 
toda?

.stubborn skeptics in the Pentagon that Russia 
ha« pulled far ahead of the United States 
in space technology. 
Every communique that 
Titov 
delivered 
fmm on high or the Kremlin issued from 
Ddow was confirmed by our own satellite 
trackers who easily tun^ In on the Cosmo­ 
naut's pulse, respiration, and other reactions. 
Only tfie TV views of Titov in flight, ap­ 
parently triggered to transmit over Russia 
alone, couldn’t be intercepted. 
From the telemeter tapes and intelligence 
reports, here are some alarming facts: 
. . The Russians brought the space craft 
down, after it had whirled around the world 
17 times at .'Î00 miles a minute, at the precise 
pcint they had 
announced 
it 
would land: 
Kazakhstan, 450 miles south of Moscow This 
is dramatic evidence that the Russians have 
developed a superior, sophisticated guidance 
and control system. Our own scientists would­ 
n't dare try to call their shot before pulling 
a satellite down from orbit. 
. .Titov ate. slept, and moved inside a 
pressurized cabin, a bubble of atmosphere 
in space, that our 
scientists 
still 
cannot 
duplicate. 
. . .While the Soviets prepared to wow the 
world with their spectacular space stunt, they 
were not neglecting their long range mis­ 
siles. Tliey have fired a dozen ballistic giants 
across Siberia during the past two months 
from the Aral Sea to the Kamchatka Peninsu­ 
la. Our experts suspect the Russians may be 
testing new fuels. 
. . .American space 
chiefs, 
meeting 
in 
errergency session at the National Space and 
Aeronautics Administration, agreed gloomily 
(h?l Titov’s feat meant it will be almost 
impossible to beat Russia with the first man 
on tlie moon. 


. . Soviet scientists are already planning 
an underground lunar base which would be 
built in the moon’s caves rather than craters. 
'Ibe plan is to dig tunnels about 15 yards 
under the moon's surtace, using a system of 
inner doors and connecting pas.sages. 
Note America’s Astronauts have sent word 
to headquarters that they are 
ready 
and 
eager to follow Russia's space explorers into 
crbit. All seven are willing to take the risk 
now rather than wait for preliminary tests 
wirh dummies and chimpanzees. They contend 
that Columbus would never have discovered 
America if he had wailed around until every- 
tbmg was abs<jlulely sale. 
■tnother CIA Fia.sco 
Buried in the .secret archives of the Central 
Irielligenc-e Agency is the story of another 
Guerrilla operation that ended in a fiasco. 
The cloak-and-dagger command became ob- 


ressed with the idea of creating a ‘‘Third 
Force” for the reconquest of China, which 
would be neither Communist nor Nationalist. 
Thousands of guerrillas, indoctrinated with 
American ideals, would be slipped through 
the lats in the Bamboo Curtain They would 
carry bullets, best, but promise ballots. It 
was to be the Chinese version of the American 
Revolution 
The recruiting and training began a little 
o\er a decade ago 
An elaborately secret 
training center was set up on Okinawa and 
placed under the command of T.sai Wen-Tzc. 
a Chinese General of charming manners and 
n any promi.'-es. 
A graduate of the U. S Army's command 
and general staff school, (ieneral Tsai didn’t 
understand enough English to pass the course 
but overcame this difficulty by having subor­ 
dinates answer the questions for him. 
His recruits were refugees from the main­ 
land. mainly students from Shanghai, w'ho 
enlisted not for patriotism but for pay. When 
the day came for them to return to their 
homeland to tight the Communists, they de­ 
serted With what rations and equipment they 
could carry.

WASHINGTON (AP» — Before

thinking of Fidel Castro and hi­ 
jacked American planes, look at 
the record. It’s a dizzy, almost 
incredible story, compounded of 
confusion. 
So far as the record shows Cas­ 
tro initiated none of the hijack­ 
ings. There were four. Three of 
the four planes were forced to 
land in Cuba. Castro immediate­ 
ly released two. kept one. The 
fourth got detoured to El Paso. 
None of the five hijackers in­ 
volved was a Cuban citizen Two 
were Americans from Arizona, 
one was a Frenchman, one a 
Puerto Rican, and one, a waiter, 
was born in Cuba but had be­ 
come a naturalized American citi­ 
zen. 
Meanwhile Cubans fleeing Cas­ 
tro hijacked or flew 24 of his 
planes to this country. The United 
States returned 14 of them to him, 
The other 10 were seized under 
a court order to be sold for a debt 
owed by the Cuban government 
to a Miami businessman. 
And if Castro had used his head 
he probably could have gotten the 
10 back, too. How? A State De­ 
partment spokesman .said: If Cas­ 
tro had invoked Cuban sovereign­ 
ty over the planes the American 
court most likely would have re­ 
fused to let the planes be seized. 
W'hy didn’t he do that, since it 
sounds so simple? The State De­ 
partment 
spokesman 
said 
this 
was the answer; 
He probably 
didn't know how he could do that, 
or he didn’t think of it. or per­ 
haps he couldn’t find a lawyer to 
represent him here. 
But th k ’s only the beginning. 
Wednesday a French gunman, 
over 
Mexico and at 
gunpoint, 
forced the pilot of a Pan Ameri­ 
can World Airways plane with 81 
persons aboard to fly him to Ha­ 
vana. After it was all over an of­ 
ficial of the airline said the gun­ 
man was incoherent and had no 


connection with Cuba. Crew mem­ 
bers described the hijacker as 
wild eyed and apparently mental­ 
ly di.sturbed. 
Before all this was known there 
were angry shouts in Congress. 
But Castro would not have had to 
send an agent to Mexico to cap­ 
ture a Pan American plane. Pan 
American is the only American 
airline still maintaining regular 
flights between Cuba and this 
country. So if Castro wanted to, 
he 
could 
have 
helped 
him­ 
self to some Pan American planes 
on the ground in Havana. 
But this would have been the 
worst possible time to hijack an 
American plane. All the Ameri­ 
can nations are meeting right now 
in 
Uruguay where the United 
States has offered $20 billion in 
Latin-American aid. 
One of Castro's chief lieuten­ 
ants. Ernesto Guevara, is there, 
trying to make the United States 
look like a villain. He made a
